a housing defining a reservoir; 

a dispenser contained within the housing and operatively coupled to the reservoir 
for transferring fluid out of the reservoir; 

an inlet valve accessible from an exterior of the housing and connected to the 
reservoir; 

a flexible subcutaneous infusion cannula extending from the housing, in fluid 
communication with the reservoir and including a distal tip; and 

a rigid or semi-rigid skin penetrating member movably positioned within the 
infusion cannula between a retracted position wherein a sharpened tip of the penetrating 
member is contained within the device housing and an extended position wherein the 
sharpened tip of the penetrating member extends from the distal tip of the cannula; 

wherein the skin penetrating member is contained entirely within the housing 
when the skin penetrating member is in the retracted position, and the infusion cannula is 
more flexible than the penetrating member. 

49. (original). A device according to claim 48, further comprising an adhesive layer on an outer 
surface of the housing adjacent the infusion cannula.

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101. (New). A device for delivering fluid to a patient, comprising: 

a body including a central portion and a peripheral portion defined by a first 
exterior surface and a second exterior surface opposing said first exterior surface, 
wherein said first exterior surface and second exterior surface have a first thickness at 
said central portion and a second thickness at said peripheral portion, wherein said first 
thickness is greater than said second thickness; 

an adhesive disposed on said second exterior surface; 

a reservoir defined in said body, said reservoir being tapered inwardly from one 
end proximate to said first external surface to another end distal to said first external 
surface; 

an inlet valve being at least partially disposed within said reservoir and 
substantially contiguous with said first external surface; and 

a subcutaneous infusion cannula extending from said second exterior surface 
opposite said inlet valve, said cannula having an interior surface, a portion of said interior 
surface being in fluid communication with said reservoir, and a portion of said interior 
surface being retained by said body not in fluid communication with said reservoir. 

102. (New). The device of claim 101, wherein said body is flexible. 

1 03 . (New). The device of claim 101, wherein the subcutaneous infusion cannula is flexible. 

1 04. (New). The device of claim 101, wherein the inlet valve includes a needle septum.
